SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The publication Ben Dovers Cheek Mates is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The DVD contains conduct and depictions which are of a highly degrading and 
dehumanising nature. The conduct takes the form of derogatory comments about 
women. There is also inconsiderate sexual behaviour directed at women including 
ejaculating over their faces and sustained, unduly vigorous sexual intercourse. This 
conduct occurs within a context where the director and other males cajole women into 
engaging in sexual activity with them. To legitimize the calculating manner in which 
they do this, which is intended to be entertaining and amusing to male viewers, at the 
expense of the dignity of the women concerned, is degrading and dehumanising to 
women in general. The manner in which the above conduct is depicted, with sustained 
close focus upon female genitals and ejaculate-covered faces, degrades and 
dehumanises the females concerned to a high degree. 

The extent, degree and manner in which the publication deals with the above matters 
has been considered under s3(3)(a)(iii) and s3(3)(c) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993, and found to be such that its availability is 
considered likely to be injurious to the public good. 
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If excisions were made to the above content then a lesser restriction, that of 
objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years, would be sufficient to prevent such injury. Due to 
the DVD format of the publication excisions are not offered. The Classification Office 
has been advised that distributors are unable to excise DVDs in New Zealand. 
Consequently the classification of objectionable represents the minimum interference 
with the freedom of expression, as provided for under the New Zealand Bill of Rights 
Act 1990, consistent with preventing likely injury to the public good.
